Napoleon the 'Phird, attended by his Stall and
accompanied by all the Murshnis of the empire
now in the tal, and the wholo of the Cabinet
Ministers and great officers of stats, sel out
from the Tuileries some short time previousiy,
and proceeded to the ralirond station, where
he recelved his lmperial brothier with great
cordiality.

The popular display wasexceedingly brilllant
at the ralirond stallon, and in all the strecis
through which the royal corlegoe pissed on Iis
return to the piluce, Paris was, o fact, joy-
